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Aruba Birdlife Conservation 
visits Governor 



Recently, Aruba Birdlife Con¬ 
servation visited the Governor 
of Aruba, Mr. Fredis Refunjol. 
The Governor was informed of 
the role the foundation intends 
to play for preservation and 
conservation of Aruba’s nature 
in general and more specifi¬ 
cally for the wild birds in and 
around Aruba. 

The foundation has consis¬ 
tently been receiving signals 
from the Aruban community 
that the numbers of birds on 
the island are rapidly decreas¬ 
ing. 

The main causes of this 
phenomena are the strong in¬ 
crease in construction projects 
during the past years, which 
leads to an increased fragmen¬ 
tation of the birds’ habitat and 
secondly, the presence of the 
invasive boa constrictor. 

The foundation also voiced 
its serious concerns about 
Aruba’s arrears in ratification 


and implementation of interna¬ 
tional nature treaties. 

Unfortunately, at the local 
level insufficient attention is 
given to nature. Aruba’s nature 
protection legislation, for in¬ 
stance, is not being imple¬ 
mented. 

The foundation intends to 
make efforts to attaining en¬ 
forcement of this legislation to 
prevent further structural da¬ 
mage to Aruba’s nature. 

During the visit, Greg Pe¬ 
terson, chairman of Aruba 
Birdlife Conservation, pre¬ 
sented the Governor with three 
bird photos on canvas, in¬ 
tended to decorate the meeting 
room of the Governor. The 
chairman has been sharing his 
bird pictures with the Gover¬ 
nor for a number of years and 
knows that the Shoco (Bur¬ 
rowing Owl), the Patrishi 
(Crested Bobwhite) and the 
Kinikini (American Kestrel) 


are among the Governor’s fa¬ 
vorites. 

Mr. Peterson requested the 
Governor’s special attention for 
the Shoco. This year alone four 
traditional breeding grounds of 
Aruba’s burrowing owl, Athene 
cunicularia arubensis, a local 
subspecies, were completely 
destroyed. One of the photos 
presented to the Governor of 
the Shoco is a picture of an owl 
whose breeding ground has re¬ 
cently been destroyed. 

The Governor is known for 
his love for Aruba’s nature and 
informed Aruba Birdlife Con¬ 
servation that they could count 
on his support.

Judge blocks key parts 
of Arizona immigration 
law

PHOENIX (AFP) - A federal 
judge Wednesday blocked the 
most controversial parts of 
Arizona's new immigration 
law which would have given 
police the power to check the 
immigrant status of suspected 
criminals. 

The ruling came hours be¬ 
fore the law had been due to 
go into effect, handing tem¬ 
porary victory to the Obama 
administration which has 
challenged the legislation, 
and rights groups who said it 
would lead to racial profiling. 

Judge Susan Bolton said 
parts of the law requiring po¬ 
lice to check the immigration 
status of suspects "would 
likely burden legal resident 
aliens." 

And she found there was 
also a "substantial likelihood 
that officers will wrongfully 
arrest legal resident aliens" 
due to complex deportation 
laws which are enforced by 
federal courts. 
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Opponents say the new 
law is xenophobic and will 
lead to people being stopped 
on the streets simply because 
of the way they look. 

But officials in Arizona, 
which borders Mexico, have 
argued the US administration 
has failed to secure the fron¬ 
tiers, and they are overrun by 
illegal immigrants. 

They maintain that a lu¬ 
crative people-smuggling 
trade across the border from 
Latin American countries has 
triggered a spiraling crime 
rate fed by a simultaneous 
trafficking in drugs and guns. 

Brazil's Lula seeks 
to soothe Venezuela- 
Colombia crisis 

BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazilian 
President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva announced plans 
Wednesday to embark on 
shuttle diplomacy in a bid to 
resolve a diplomatic crisis be¬ 
tween antagonistic neighbors 
Venezuela and Colombia. 

Lula told reporters he was 
to travel to Caracas and Bo¬ 
gota on August 6 to speak 
with Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez and outgoing 
Colombian President Alvaro 
Uribe and president-elect 
Juan Manuel Santos, who 
takes office the next day. 

"We have an interest in 
(regional bloc) Unasur to 
build peace. I believe we 
have to restore normalcy in 
the ties between Venezuela 
and Colombia because they 
are to important countries in 
South America," Lula said. 

Chavez and Uribe are em¬ 
broiled in a nasty spat over 
Colombian claims this month 
that Venezuela was harboring 
1,500 Colombian guerrillas 
on its soil. 

Chavez last week cut 
diplomatic relations with 
Colombia, denying the accu¬ 
sation and accusing Bogota 
of plotting to attack his coun¬ 
try with US help. 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - A 
Pakistani airliner carrying 
152 people crashed in a ball 
of flames Wednesday into 
densely wooded hills outside 
Islamabad amid heavy rain 
and poor visibility, killing 
everyone on board. 

Thick smoke and flames 
shot into the sky above the 
smouldering wreckage, par¬ 
tially buried on a remote hill¬ 
side alongside pieces of 
charred flesh and body parts 
in the worst crash involving a 
Pakistani passenger jet in 18 
years. 

Airblue flight ED 202 
from Karachi was being di¬ 
verted into land at Islam¬ 
abad's Benazir Bhutto 
International airport when 
witnesses saw it flying at an 
unusually low altitude before 
a deafening boom. 

The plane disintegrated 
into a gorge between two 
hills, enveloped in cloud and 
some distance from the road, 
severely hampering rescue 


efforts and limiting visibility 
for helicopters hovering over¬ 
head, an AFP correspondent 
said. 


"I saw a big ball of smoke 
and fire everywhere with big 
pieces of aircraft rolling 
down the hill,” police official 
Haji Taj Gul said. 

"The plane was flying 
very low. Then we heard a 
loud noise," said Wajih-ur 
Rehman, a resident of the ex¬ 
clusive E-7 neighbourhood in 
the Margalla foothills, home 
to Western expatriates and 
some of Pakistan's elite. 

"Nobody survived," Inte¬ 
rior Minister Rehman Malik 
told Express TV. Health offi¬ 
cials said DNA tests would 
be the only way to identify 
many of the remains. 

The civil aviation author¬ 
ity and Airblue said there 
were 152 people, including 
six crew, on board the 
doomed plane. Seven chil¬ 
dren, including two babies, 
were on the passenger mani¬ 
fest, an official said. 

"It's a big tragedy. It's re¬ 
ally a big tragedy," Malik said. 

The US embassy said two 
Americans were on the flight. 
The Austrian government 
said an Austrian-born busi¬ 
nessman was on board as 
well.

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Aldi co¬ 
founder 
Theo 
Albrecht 
dies at 88 


BERLIN, Germany — Theo 
Albrecht, the joint founder of 
budget supermarket giant Aldi, 
last seen in public after his re¬ 
lease from kidnap nearly 40 
years ago, has died aged 88, it 
was reported yesterday. 

The publicity-shy entrepre¬ 
neur died on Saturday in the 
western German city of Essen, 
Spiegel said, after a long ill¬ 
ness. 

The Albrecht brothers, Karl 
and Theo, who co-founded 
Aldi, were the two wealthiest 
people in Germany, with for¬ 
tunes of €17.35bn and 
€16.75bn respectively. 

The two brothers owed 
their wealth to the sell-it-cheap 
Aldi chain, short for ’Albrecht- 
Discount', that sprouted up all 
over Germany and is now in 
nearly 20 countries after first 
appearing in the 1960s. 

Albrecht is survived by his 
wife Cilli and his two sons, 
Theo and Berthold. German 
media say he was buried yes¬ 
terday in a small family cere¬ 
mony.

Earth's climate future may be etched in Greenland bedrock 




PARIS, France (AFP) - Scien¬ 
tists hit Greenland bedrock this 
week after five years of 
drilling through 2.5 kilometers 
(1.6-mile) of solid ice, a 14-na¬ 
tion consortium announced 
yesterday. 

Ice core samples from 
Eemian period 130,000 to 
115,000 years ago — the last 
time Earth’s climate was a few 
degrees warmer than today — 
could help forecast the impacts 
of current global warming, the 
researchers said. 

”Our findings will increase 
our knowledge on the climate 
system and increase our ability 
to predict the speed and final 
height of sea level rise," said 
Dorthe Dahl-Jensen, an ice ex¬ 
pert at the University of 


Copenhagen and head of the 
project. 

"If the Eemian was unsta¬ 
ble, then the models of future 
change due to increased green¬ 
house effect are wrong as they 
cannot handle sudden 
changes," she told AFP by 
email from the site. 

Greenland's temperatures 
were 3.0 to 5.0 degrees Celsius 
(5.4 to 9.0 degrees Fahrenheit) 
higher during this last inter¬ 
glacial period. 

Today, without steep cuts in 
greenhouse gas emissions, the 
global thermometer could rise 
6.0 C compared to pre-indus¬ 
trial times, making large 
swathes of the planet unliv- 
able, the UN's Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate 


Change (IPCC) has warned. 

Voluntary national pledges 
made after the Copenhagen 
climate summit in December 
would likely cap that increase 
at 3.5 C to 4.0 C (6.3 F to 7.2 
F), still fall far short of the 2.0 
C (3.6 C) limit that most scien¬ 
tists agree is the threshold for 
dangerous warming. 

Over the last century, tem¬ 
peratures have risen by about 
0.8 C. 

Bedrock was struck on 
Tuesday at a depth of 2537.36 
metres, Dahl-Jensen said. 

Scientists can now gather 
the data they need to answer 
the project's core questions: 
How reduced was the Green¬ 
land ice sheet 120,000 years 
ago when global temperatures 
were 2.0 to 3.0 C warmer than 
today? 

How much — and how fast 
— did it contribute to sea levels 
at the time? 

The current status of the 
continent-sized ice block is 
sharply debated, with some 
scientists predicting it will re¬ 
main largely stable, and other 
saying it could shed enough 
water over the coming century 
to raise the global water mark 
by a meter (39 inches) or more. 

That would be enough to 
flood major coastal cities and 
send hundreds of millions of 
people in search of higher 


ground. 

All told, the ice sheet stores 
enough liquid to lift sea levels 
a total of seven meters. 

"When our analyses are 
complete, we will be able to 
determine to what extent the 
Greenland ice sheet con¬ 
tributed to the global sea level 
rise of five metres during the 
Eemian," Dahl-Jensen said. 

She added that the first re¬ 
sults should be published be¬ 
fore the end of this year. 

Previous deep ice cores 
from Greenland have yielded 
only partial data from this cri¬ 
tical period analogous to our 
own, either because some lay¬ 
ers have melted or been dis¬ 
turbed by ice flow close to the 
bedrock. 


Techniques used to study 
ancient climate change include 
examining variations in oxy¬ 
gen atoms, called isotopes, that 
correspond to different atmos¬ 
pheric temperatures, and 
analysing greenhouse gas bub¬ 
bles trapped in the ice. 

The crystal structure of ice, 
the temperature of the bore 
hole, and the content of biolo¬ 
gical material found also pro¬ 
vide data about past climate 
conditions. 

The 14 countries participat¬ 
ing in the project are Belgium, 
Canada, China, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Iceland, 
Japan, South Korea, The 
Netherlands, Sweden, Switzer¬ 
land, United Kingdom and the 
United States.

Red Cross rushes to build 
housing for displaced Haitians 
as hurricane season nears 


CITE SOLEIL, Haiti — The 
sky over the Caribbean turns 
from blue to gray and then 
nearly black. The wind picks 
up and it lashes out with pelt¬ 
ing rain. At the edge of a 
camp jammed with ram¬ 
shackle tents, the pace of 
hammering grows faster. 

’’They are coming,” says 
Jacky Saintil, staring into the 
sky. ’’There is not much time, 
the men will have to work 
faster.” 

Share Saintil works for the 
Haitian Red Cross and the 
’’they” are the inevitable 
storms that will soon strike. If 
the hurricane season is as bad 
as predicted, the misery of a 
million people living in tents 
will worsen as their shelter 
blows away and the ground 
beneath them turns to ooze. 

Around him, men in con¬ 
struction helmets build transi¬ 
tional housing. In just a few 
days, they have nearly fin¬ 
ished 10. Simple houses to be 
sure, one room, 16 by 12, with 
corrugated zinc roofs, wood 
frames, and floors and walls 
of plywood — mansions com¬ 
pared to the shelter for most 


people in this field at the edge 
of Haiti’s worst slum. 

Pascal Panosetti, a Swiss 
architect who works for the 
International Red Cross, says 
the houses will resist hurri¬ 
cane winds and won’t col¬ 
lapse if an earthquake comes. 

’’They could last 10 to 15 
years,” says Panosetti, who 
designed them. 

He says he is happy about 
the pace of construction. Just 
a week ago, only the holes for 
the wooden beams had been 
dug and cement poured. Now 
some houses are almost 
ready. The Red Cross has 
trained and pays the workers. 

The Red Cross and other 
large non-governmental 
groups agreed to build 
150,000 of these temporary 
shelters—enough to take 
more than half of the people 
out of tents. Each costs 
$2,400 to build and takes five 
to seven days to erect. 

They are built on a foun¬ 
dation made from the rubble 
created by the earthquake 
housing to be built on public 
land. But where to build 
them?

Alcohol may fight rheumatoid 



Moderate drinking has been 
linked to a variety of health 
benefits, including a reduced 
risk of heart disease, stroke, 
and diabetes. According to a 
new study, drinking alcohol 
may also ease the pain of— 
and lower the risk of devel¬ 
oping—rheumatoid arthritis, 
a potentially crippling au¬ 
toimmune disorder. 

People who don’t drink al¬ 


cohol are roughly 
four times more 
likely to have 
rheumatoid arthritis 
than people who 
have at least one 
drink three or more 
days per week, the 
study found. 

The researchers 
also found that 
rheumatoid arthritis 
patients who drink 
alcohol tend to have 
less severe symptoms 
than their nondrink¬ 
ing counterparts. And 
the more often they 
drink, the milder 
their symptoms are. 
An estimated 1.3 
million adults in the U.S. 
have rheumatoid arthritis, a 
disorder in which the body’s 
immune system inappropri¬ 
ately attacks the joints, caus¬ 
ing inflammation, pain, and 
swelling. Some people expe¬ 
rience temporary or intermit¬ 
tent symptoms, but severe 
cases of the disorder can be 
disabling. 

“Alcohol reduces immune 


activity, at least to some ex¬ 
tent, and [we] suspect that 
this is the main reason that al¬ 
cohol consumption is associ¬ 
ated with a reduction in 
severity of rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis,” says the lead author of 
the study, James Maxwell, a 
rheumatologist at Rotherham 
Hospital, in the U.K. “Alco¬ 
hol may also have a mild 
painkilling effect.” 

This doesn’t mean that 
rheumatoid arthritis patients 
should head for the nearest 
bar or liquor store. Maxwell 
and his colleagues looked 
only at how many days per 
month the participants drank, 
not how much they downed 
at each sitting or what they 
filled their glasses with, so 
the link between overall alco¬ 
hol use and rheumatoid 
arthritis remains a bit fuzzy. 

In addition, some rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis drugs—such as 
methotrexate—can cause 
liver damage if consumed 
with alcohol, says Martin 
Bergman, MD, chief of 
rheumatology at Taylor Hos¬ 
pital, in Ridley Park, Pa.

“Moderation is the key,” 
says Dr. Bergman. “This 
[study] is by no means en¬ 
couraging people to go out 
and get hammered, but as 
long as there are no [drug] 


contraindications, there may 
be some benefits to moder¬ 
ate alcohol consumption if 
you have [rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis] or are at increased risk 
for it.”

No questions 
asked. Do it now! Send your 
check now, and receive the big 
bonus package. After the next 
Tip, I won’t be able to include

the bonus as part of this offer, 
so act now!” 

I know that this is quite 
lengthy, but you should take 
parts of it and massage it to 
your offer. 

Offering a reward or bonus 
of any kind will almost always 
stimulate the reader to take ac¬ 
tion. In addition, putting an 
end date on the offer for the 
bonus will increase immediate 
ordering. 

Any reward for the immedi¬ 
ate ordering should always re¬ 
late to the product. 

Your guarantee always in¬ 
creases the number of re¬ 
sponses. Be sure you state the 
guarantee clearly and simply. 

The action you want your 
customer to take should be 
easy and not have any compli¬ 
cated procedural steps or direc¬ 
tions for them to follow. 

Just picture this. Your po¬ 
tential customer is sitting in 
their favorite easy chair, idly 
flipping through a newspaper 
while watching the TV. They 
notice your ad, read through it, 
and are sold on your product. 

Now what do they do? Re¬ 
member they were sitting com¬ 
fortably in their easy chair, and 
anything you ask them to do is 
going to disrupt this aura of 
comfort and contentment.

I’ve seen order forms where 
the company didn’t even put 
the address to where the check 
should be mailed. 

So make sure your address 
is on the order form. 


What we have gone over in 
the last few Tips is really a 
short course on how to write 
ads that will pull more orders 
for you and sell more of your 
products and services. 

Now that you have the 
knowledge, and you under¬ 
stand what makes copy work, 
you should be able to quickly 
develop your abilities to pro¬ 
duce order-pulling ads for your 
own products or services. 

Even so, once you do be¬ 
come proficient in writing ads 
for your own products or serv¬ 
ices, you must never stop 
noticing how ads are written, 
designed, and put together by 
other people. 

You must always think 
about how many other ways 
you can, and here I go again, 
test something against your 
control ad. 

I’ve seen where changing 
one word in a headline, has in¬ 
creased the response rate by 
1 , 000 %. 

Every time you see an ad 
that pulls you into it and you 
think you want to order, clip it 
out and save it in a swipe file. 

You should, regularly, pull 
out your swipe file and study 
them, always analyzing what 
makes them work. 

You must keep yourself up 
to date; aware of and in the 
know about the other guy, his 
innovations, style changes, and 
the methods they are using to 
sell their products or services.

US prepared to settle Boeing 
Airbus dispute with EU 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Chinese currency is "substan¬ 
tially" undervalued, a senior 
IMF official said yesterday, 
more than a month after Bei¬ 
jing said it would allow the 
yuan to trade more freely. 

"I think the staff view on 
the currency is that the ren¬ 
minbi (yuan) remains substan¬ 
tially below the level that is 
consistent with medium-term 
fundamentals," said Nigel 
Chalk, who recently led an In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
mission to China for annual 
consultations on Beijing's poli¬ 
cies. 

The mission chief made the 
comment amid a split within 
the IMF over the current value 


of the Chinese currency, appa¬ 
rent in a report issued late 
Tuesday by the Washington- 
based fund's executive board 
after the consultations. 

The differences in view ap¬ 
peared between the board and 
the staff, who went on the mis¬ 
sion, as well as within the 
board. 

"Several directors agreed 
that the exchange rate is under¬ 
valued," the report said, with¬ 
out citing the countries they 
represented. "However, a num¬ 
ber of others disagreed with 
the staff’s assessment of the 
level of the exchange rate, not¬ 
ing that it is based on uncertain 
forecasts of the current account 
surplus." 


The directors from United 
States, Germany, France and 
Britain were believed to be 
among those who felt the yuan 
was undervalued, following 
persistent charges China kept 
the yuan low to gain a trade ad¬ 
vantage. 

The IMF staff views on the 
consultations with Beijing 
were not published together 
with that of the fund's execu¬ 
tive board, contrary to its prac¬ 
tice in reporting on most 
economies. 

China has been blocking 
the publication of the staff 
analysis, which is allowed 
under IMF rules, since 2007 
reportedly due to criticism 
over its currency practice. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday it 
was prepared to negotiate a 
settlement to a longstanding 
dispute with the EU over al¬ 
legedly illegal state subsidies 
to Airbus if such aid was in 
line with global trade rules. 

"We are more than happy to 
engage the European Union on 
a settlement of this ... but it has 
to be with an understanding 
that any aid is going to have to 
be WTO compliant," President 
Obama's top trade official Ron 


Kirk told reporters. 

Kirk said he and his coun¬ 
terpart, EU Trade Commis¬ 
sioner Karel De Gucht, have 
had conversation and will con¬ 
tinue to have conversation 
about what is the most appro¬ 
priate way to move forward. 

In a 1,200-page ruling made 
public in June on Washington's 
complaint, the World Trade 
Organization asked EU states 
to halt some aid for the devel¬ 
opment and export of Airbus 
airliners.

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Jolie raises concern at plight 
of repatriated N.Koreans 


SEOUL, South Korea (AFP) - 
Actress Angelina Jolie took 
time out Wednesday from her 
promotional movie tour of 
South Korea to investigate the 
fate of repatriated North Ko¬ 
rean refugees. 

Jolie, goodwill ambassador 
for the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees, told re¬ 
porters she met local UNHCR 
representatives to talk about 
the issue. 

"They spoke a lot about the 
concerns about people being 
persecuted when they are sent 
back to North Korea," said 
Jolie, visiting to promote her 
new spy thriller "Salt." 

"I know all of you are con¬ 
cerned, as well, and you have 
been doing a great deal to help 
them...I'm just in solidarity 
with all of you," Yonhap news 
agency quoted her as saying. 

Jolie said she was im¬ 
pressed by the support which 
North Korean refugees receive 
on arrival in the South. 

"There's a lot of news about 
tension between the North and 
the South, but there's not much 
about how much care and sup¬ 



port they continue to give to 
North Korea," she said. 

Tens of thousands of North 
Koreans are believed to be hid¬ 
ing in China after fleeing their 
impoverished homeland. 

Many try to travel on to 
South Korea via a third coun¬ 
try because Beijing repatriates 
those refugees it catches, under 
a widely criticised agreement 
with Pyongyang. 

About 18,000 North Kore¬ 
ans have settled in the South 
since the 1950-53 war.

Bullfighting banned in Catalonia 


CATALONIA, Spain — Law¬ 
makers dealt the death blow to 
bullfighting in Catalonia, out¬ 
lawing the centuries-old blood 
sport for the first time in a 
mainland region of Spain. 

The result of 68 in favour, 
55 against the ban was ex¬ 
pected, since the Catalonian 
parliament had cast preliminary 


votes in December accepting a 
citizens' petition to stop bull¬ 
fighting on the grounds that it 
constituted cruelty to animals. 

In the debate, some law¬ 
makers cited the declining 
popularity of bullfighting in 
Spain, where fewer people go 
each year to the arena to watch 
toreros in their gold "suit of 


lights" wield red capes and 
swords at close range against 
angry bulls. 

Animal rights activists 
have pledged to spread the ban 
throughout the country. Anti- 
bullfighting groups gathered 
signatures from 180,000 Cata¬ 
lans, which forced parliament 
to vote on the matter.

HOUSTON (AFP) - Houston 
Rockets center Yao Ming, 
who missed this entire 2009- 
2010 season after surgery to 
repair his broken left foot, 
says he might have to con¬ 
sider retiring from basketball. 

"If the foot injury does not 
heal next season, I might 
choose to call it quits," Yao 


told Chinese reporters, ac¬ 
cording to the Houston 
Chronicle. 

Rockets officials were not 
worried, noting Yao returned 
to court workouts in late May 
and has been undergoing 
practice sessions at the team's 
arena. 

Rockets general manager 
Daryl Morey saying Yao is on 
pace to be ready for the start 
of training camp on Septem¬ 
ber 25 and that Yao, who 
went to China to attend char¬ 
ity events, expects to play in 
NBA pre-season games in 
China. 

"Yao Ming is working 
diligently on his return and 
has consistently received pos¬ 
itive feedback at each of his 
scheduled medical check¬ 
ups," Morey said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"He is currently participat¬ 
ing in on-court basketball 
workouts and we continue to 
expect him to be ready for the 
start of training camp." 


In June, 29-year-old Yao 
told the newspaper his foot 
felt well, adding, "Everything 
is positive. Day by day, week 
by week, I can feel it is get¬ 
ting stronger." 

Yao is set to be paid 
17.686 million dollars in the 
last season of his contract 
with the Rockets, but he has 
struggled with bone injuries 
in each of his past five sea¬ 
sons and said he was unsure 
at what level he would per¬ 
form. 

Yao, who has averaged 
19.1 points and 9.3 rebounds 
in his NBA career, has lost 
weight and improved his fit¬ 
ness, impressing Rockets 
owner Leslie Alexander last 
month in a workout. 

"Yao looks great," Alexan¬ 
der told the Chronicle. "He 
lost a lot of weight. He’s 
practicing hard. He is able to 
do what he wants to do. He 
looks like he’s in great health, 
which is the best you can ask 
for." 


Inter still team to beat, says Zambrotta 


ROME (AFP) - It may be a 
new season but AC Milan 
full-back Gianluca Zambrotta 
believes there will be little 
change at the top of Serie A. 

The veteran insists that de¬ 
spite the departure of engi- 
matic coach Jose Mourinho, 
Inter Milan will still be the 
favourites this coming cam¬ 
paign. 

"I believe Inter will still be 
the team to beat, they're the 
best team and then there's 
ourselves, Juventus and AS 
Roma," he said. 

"I believe that's the start¬ 
ing grid on paper, but then 
again things can change on 
the pitch." 

Inter have won the last 
five titles with Roma finish¬ 
ing runners-up on four of 
those occasions. 

Last season Milan were a 
distant third and they have 
been criticised in some quar¬ 
ters for having an ageing 
squad, with the likes of Zam¬ 
brotta, Alessandro Nesta, Fil¬ 
ippo Inzaghi and Clarence 
Seedorf all well into their 
30s. 

They could even field a 
recognisable first-choice XI 
next season made up entirely 
of players over 30, but Zam¬ 
brotta says they still have 
much to offer. 

"We're not in fashion any 
more. If you look at the last 
World Cup, even if we didn't 
do well, I was in good form 
and at 33 I believe I have 
shown that I'm capable of 
being part of a great team,"

he said. 

"I believe the others of my 
age are also in good form 
physically and they have the 
desire to give a lot more." 

Milan have also been crit¬ 
icised this summer for not in¬ 
vesting more, particularly in 
young players. 

They have only strength¬ 
ened with young Greek inter¬ 
national centre-back Sokratis 
Papastatholopoulos and 34- 
year-old Colombian centre- 
back Mario Yepes. 

Even so, Zambrotta be¬ 
lieves the club is strong 
enough to compete. 

"It's not my job to talk 
about transfers and do the 
sporting director's role," he 
said. 

"But I believe we're al¬ 
ready competitive to fight on 
three fronts, I don’t think we 
need anything in particular."

Krzyzewski said. 

"I like their attitude. They 
want to leam and they're will¬ 
ing to sacrifice for what's best 
for the whole. There's a great, 
great spirit of cooperation." 

The US team will partici¬ 
pate in the inaugural World 
Basketball Festival in New 
York, which includes practice 
sessions at Rucker Park's

Ex-Raider star Jack Tatum dies 


COLUMBUS (AFP) - Jack 
Tatum, a former all-star 
safety with the Oakland 
Raiders known for his crush¬ 
ing hits on opponents, died 
Tuesday of a heart attack. He 
was 61. 

Tatum had battled diabetes 
and other health problems for 
years, the family said. 

Tatum will always be con¬ 
nected to one of the game's 
most tragic moments. His 
bone-crunching hit on Darryl 


Stingley in a 1978 pre-season 
game left the New England 
Patriot player paralyzed from 
the neck down. 

Tatum's book which was 
published in 1980 was titled, 
"They Call Me Assassin". 

The former first round 
pick by the Raiders in 1971 
played US college football 


for Ohio State. 

In nine seasons with 
Oakland, he started 106 of 
120 games, had 30 intercep¬ 
tions and helped the Raiders 
win the 1976 National Foot¬ 
ball League championship. 
He played his final season 
with the Houston Oilers in 
1980.

Emotional Maradona lashes out 
at 'treason', 'lies' 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Diego Maradona has accused 
Argentina football chief Julio 
Grondona of lying and team 
manager Carlos Bilardo of 
treason in a bitter tirade 
against the two men he be¬ 
lieves plotted his sacking as 
national coach. 

’’Grondona lied to me. Bi¬ 
lardo betrayed me,” said an 
emotional Maradona in his 
first news conference since 
his colourful and controver¬ 
sial reign as Argentina coach 
came to an abrupt end on 
Tuesday. 

’’Grondona, in the dressing 
room after we had been 
knocked out of the World 
Cup in South Africa, told me 
in front of witnesses and the 
players that he was very 
happy with my work and that 
he wanted me to carry on. 

”On our return to Ar¬ 
gentina, things started to take 
on a bizarre twist and on 
Monday I met with Gron¬ 
dona. 



’’After five minutes, he 
told me that he wanted me to 
continue, but that seven of 
my technical staff could not 
stay. When he told me this, he 
was saying that he didn't 
want me to carry on in the 
job. 

"He knows that it is im¬ 
possible for me to stay as 
coach without my col¬ 
leagues.” 

Maradona also hit out at 
Bilardo who was coach of the 
1986 World Cup winning 
team in which Maradona 
played a starring role. 


"When we were in mourn¬ 
ing, Bilardo was working in 
the shadows to get nme 
fired,” he said. 

Maradona, who took 
charge in October 2008, has 
been replaced for the time 
being by national Under-20 
coach Sergio Batista who will 
lead the team for the August 
11 friendly against the Re¬ 
public of Ireland in Dublin. 

Before the meeting with 
Grondona, Maradona, whose 
final game in charge was last 
month's 4-0 World Cup quar¬ 
ter-final defeat by Germany, 
had made it plain he wanted 
to stay as long as he could 
keep his staff. 

Media reports suggest that 
Grondona had vetoed that 
wish, triggering the end of 
Maradona's 18-month spell in 
charge. 

The decision to dump 
Maradona has not been en¬ 
tirely popular in Argentina 
with the public now engaging 
in the blame game. 

Apart from Grondona, the 
main target is Bilardo. 

The 71-year-old Bilardo 
has also been fingered by the 
press as the man behind 
Maradona's downfall. 

"The only one who came 
through unscathed and even 
strengthened from this little 
history of betrayal, impu¬ 
dence and the battles of ego 
and vanity is him, Carlos Sal¬ 
vador Bilardo,” said the daily 
Clarin. 

"This is the same man 
who said in April 2009 that if 
Maradona was going to quit 
or if they were going to fire 
Maradona, then he should 
step down immediately.”
